K5LZO/KPS5 showed from Desecheo as promised, good signals 
on all bands. The Christmas Island operation (VK9XB/XG) 
has been moved back to the end of March, to coincide with 
the CQ WPX Contest (see Calendar). DJ6QT operating 
5V8WS Togo was a nice surprise, especially on 160 Meters. 
That British ship "Discovery" seemed like a very long shot to 
operate from S. Georgia but, sure enough, they showed right 
on schedule last week. K3UOC is on another Caribbean is— 
land-hopping tour next month (see Calendar). 


K1MM/SV5 made 2500 contacts a couple of weeks ago, in- 
cluding over 800 on 160 Meters (their main goal). Of those 
800, about 250 were with North America, as far west as WO 
and TG9NX. They worked 60 countries on Top Band, includ- 
ing scores of Russians, VS6DO, and even TAIMX! QSLs to 
K1IMM. 


DA2ER reports African 10-Meter beacons coming through 
with decent signals; look for this North-South propagation on 
10 to disappear soon and not return until fall. Bob says his 
CQs often seem to raise FH4AA, who runs from 10 to 60 
watts but has trouble keeping his antennas up during the 
storm season there on Mayotte, D68WB is looking for mat- 
tresses for a recovery room there at his hospital (he's a vol- 
unteer surgeon and works for the government).

Honor Roll stickers for your DXCC cer- 
tificate will be available for the asking soon, but not yet. 


LATEST PRESS SERVICE reports from Cambodia are that 
the Vietnamese may soon start losing ground; we hope this 
results in reactivation of XUISS. 20 Meter propagation 
should peak from Southeast Asia to North America around 
the first week of May. 


CEOAA San Felix QSLs are just starting to dribble in...we 
have heard from several people who need that one to make 
the March 28 DXCC Honor Roll deadline. The way the Honor 
Roll works now, if you don't make that deadline you have to 
wait an entire year to join officially.

And now the time is gone; if the 
government open widely for the amateur permts, then mostly 
old hams will be much like to make own TX on air..." 


CORRECTION: Last week we quoted the W5YI Report re- 
garding someone near Houston who was fined by the FCC 
for running illegal power. The callsign of the violator is 
WDSLEU (not WBSLEU as reported). This time our informa~ 
tion is straight from FCC documents. 


From that FCC public notice, Mar 4: "In response to com- 
plaints from amateur radio operators and others, the FCC's 
monitoring network has been investigating a group of ama~ 
teur radio operators violating the Commission's amateur 
rules, These operators are normally operating on the freq- 
uency 3895 kHz and have been identified by long-range direc— 
tion finding techniques, to be in the vicinity of (22 cities), 
which are targeted for concentrated enforcement by the 
Commission's Field Operations Bureau (emphasis added).” 


"The most flagrant violations noted have been use of ex- 
cessive power. Other violations include use of fraudulent 
‘amateur-like’ call signs; commercial or business type com- 
munications; use of unauthorized frequencies; and malicious 
interference to other amateur operators and home electronic 
entertainment equipment." 


The 22 cities are all in the midwest, from West Virginia 
to lowa to Georgia. Persons having information relating to 
violative amateur operators on 3895 may file specific infor- 
mation with the FCC by writing to: Engineer in Charge, 
FCC, PO Box 1588, Grand Island NE 68801.

VK30T was 
on from Christmas as VK9XT, and several Greeks were aim- 
ing for a mid-April Mt. Athos operation.
